BRITISH AGRICUL- 
TURE THROUGH 
WESTERN EYES 


“Members of the Canadian Agricul- 
tural Mission to the United Kingdom 
were amazed to find that in that area, 
one thirty-ninth as large as Canada, 
the total value of farm production is 
greater than ours,” Maurice Hartnett, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture for 
Saskatchewan, informed the assem-

nual Banquet of the Central Alberta 
Datry Pool. 

Mr. Hartnett was a member of the 
Mission which last year visited Many 
parts of Great Britain and Northern, 
Ireland, studying the work in research | 
centres, at the universities and in agri- 
cultural colleges, meeting leaders in 
government and in farm organizations 
and scientific bodies, and attending the 
Royal Agricultural and other shows. 

The guest speaker at the banquet, 
he gave his impressions with vivid 
descriptive power, and a .quiet ‘humor 
that robbea even statistics of tradi- 
tional dullness. His picture of the beau 
ties of the countryside, of the special 
character of British farm production, 
and his account of the manner in which 
the British people are meeting -the 
challenge of the years of post-war re- 
construction, was a most engaging one.

tain through the eyes of a Westerner, 
and this no doubt made easier his in- 
terpretation of the British scene to an 
Alberta audience. Born in Ontario and 
raised in Saskatchewan, as a young 
farmer he entered the University at 
Saskatoon, graduating in Agriculture, 
and after extension work for the Uni- 
versity becoming Agricultural Editor 
of The Western Producer. He later re- 
organized the agricultural services ef 
the Saskatchewan Department of Agri- 
culture, commencing in 1945, and he 


While only 8 per cent of Canada’s 
area is used for farming, in the United 
Kingdom some forty million acres ot 
the total area of sixty million are s0 
used, Mr. Hartnett stated. (There are 
sixty million. acres in occupied farms 
in Saskatchewan alone, he pointed out, 
equivalent to the. U.K.’s_ total land 
area) The United Kingdom's farm pro- 
duction, which, as stated, exceeds in 


only 7 per cent of the population; 
whereas in Canada 20 per cent of the 
people are engaged in agricu:ture, 
(Saskatchewan is 62 per cent rural.) 
Canada’s population per square mile is 
4.5, that of the United Kingdoin is 600 
(England and Wales 750). 

A number of significant contrasts 
between farms in Canada and in the 
United Kingdom and some parts of 
northern Europe were mentioned by 
the speaker. In Canada the averags 
size of farms is 240 acres (Saskatche- 
wan's 125,000 farms averaging 450 
acres). In England and Wales there 
are some 290,000 separate farms over 
5 acres, 75 per cent of which have lees 
than 100 acres in crops and grass. In 
Northern Ireland there are 88,000 
farms, 42 per cent of which are under 
16 acres and 82 per cent under 60 acres. 
(In mark, said the speaker in pas- 
sing, there are 200, 000 farms, of which 
60 per cent are under 25 acres in size.) 

Whereas in Canada 75 per cent of 
the farmers own their lands, in q- 
gland-ang Wales only 33 per cent do so. 
Seventeen different types of farming 
are carried on in those two countries, 
dairying predominating with 160,000 
dairy farmers selling milk — repre- 
senting 90 per cent of the herds. 

‘Highly Mechanized 

The extent to which mechanization 
of agriculture has gone in the United 
Kingdom was revealed in figures waich 
ghowed that whereas four out of ten | 
farmers in Canada own tractors, five 
out of ten farmers do so in the UK. 
where the total tractors in use number 
300,000 and the combines 9,000. The 
number of tractors in Saskatchewan 
was 72,000 in 1946: 

“In. Saskatchewan,” saig Mr.’ Hart- 
nett, “we have approximately 24 mil- 
lion acres in wheat and summerfallow 
annually. In the United Kingdom, 
there are 10 million acres under crops 
(8 million in wheat) and 10 million 
acres in permanent pasture, and 3.6 
million in temporary pasture.

Beef Shortage Biggest “Beef” 

“Most people in Britain are better 
fed than they have been in the “past,” 
said Mr. Hartnett. “The food available 
is fairly apportioned, but the diet lacks 
variety and is monotonous. The peo~ 
ple’s ‘biggest ‘beef’ is the shortage of it. 
The health of the people is better than 
it has ever been before. 

“Before the last war 50 per cent of 
the U.K. meat supply came from over- 
seas. Today there is only 75 per cent 
as much meat available to meet re- 
quirements, ang only 45 per cent is 
home produced.” The reason for thig 
was that there had beex heavy con- 
centration on increased milk produc- 
tion; that concentrates for feed were 
less in quantity, and that during the 
war it hag been necessary to plow up 
much pasture land for grain and pota- 
toes. 

Four-Year Expansion Program 

Mr. Hartnett gave an _ interesting 
description of present production pol- 
icy. A four-year program of expansion 
had been adopted, targets being set 
against the time when: Marshall Aid 
ceases in 1952. (The British had every 
hoe of reaching their objective.) By 
that year farm production is to be rais- 
ed to 20 per cent above its present level 
—which will be 50 per cent above the 
pre-war level and 15 per cent above 
the wartime peak, Commodity targets 
were given as follows, as percentages 
of pre-war production: milk and milk 
products, 123; beef and veal, 110; inut- 
ton and lamb 83; pig meat, 92; eggs, 
131; bread grains, 158; coarse grains 
196; potatoes 157; sugar beets (roots) 
131. 

(in 1947 the U.K., produceg 22 per 
cent of its wheat and flour require- 
ments, compared with 12 per cent pre- 
war.) 

“Efficiency and Stability,” the speat 
er found, are the watchwords in Bri- 
tish agriculture. In the Agricultural 
Act of 1947’ the purpose of this meas- 
ure is stated to be (1) “To provide the 
essential foundations of a stable and 
prosperous agriculture” . to restore 
prosperity to an industry that has sut~ 
fered 20 years of neglect, and to ensure 
the right use of the land in the public 
interest. 

(2) Provision of assured markets at 
| guaranteed prices for the main agrt~- 
cultural products. To this end, meet- 
ings for the purpose of reviewing pric- 
es are held annually between repre- 
sentatives of the Government and the 
Farmers’ Union. 

(3); Maintenance of minimum stan.t- 
ards of good husbandry and farm man- 
agement by landowners and tenants fo 
return for guaranteed prices. 

(4) Security of tenure, except where 
an operator goes bankrupt or is a 
chronically bad farmer: who will not 
improve his practi¢es. Compensation is 
provided for a tenant for improvements 
he may make during his tenure. 

(6) Setting up of County Agricul- 
tural Executive Committees and a Na- 
tional Agricultural Advisory Service.

Of Lady Of The Lamp 


LONDON — When Queen Elizabeth 
visited the offices of the British Red 
Cross Society recently she was shown 
some interesting relics of Florence 
Nightingale, the famous nursing pio- 
neer who founded the modern nursing 
service. 

During the Crimean War of 1854- 
| 1856 Miss Nightingale organized a band 
| of nurses which she took to Russia 
to look after wounded soldiers. 

The Queen was shown a replica of 
Miss Nightingale's famous lamp which 
she used when she visited the wars for 
jlate night inspections. The lamp inci- 
{ dentanly, is nothing like the popular 
conception of it, but resembles an elon- 
gated and collapsible Chinese lantern. 
She also saw a cloak which the nurse 
made and wore in the Crimea. 

Florence Nightingale’s pet owl (now 
stuffed) was an object of interest. The 
Englishwoman found the bird’ while 
she was at Athens and she called it 
Athenae. 

Records show that Miss Nightingale 
had only a weék to make preparations 
for her departure for the battle area. 
During this time she interviewed and 
engaged 38 nurses and arranged for 
their equipment and. stores—a notable 
feat in those days when transport was 
| slow and uncertain. P .

Forced Moulting 


ith the hatching season over, at- 

tention should now be given to the 
birds that are to be kept for anothet 
season, advises F. J. Higginson, Acting 
‘Poultry Commissioner for the Alberta 
‘Department of Agriculture. Cull the 
flock carefully, and remove all undes- 
irable birds such as those that re too 
thin, overfat; or that have pre ‘iously 
been in a moult. 
. To start a forced moult, first provide 
a green range, then turn the birds 
out to pasture, withholding ail feec 
anda water for about twenty-four houre. 
For the next few days feed only a 
little grain, about seven pounds per 
one hundred birds, with water in ‘the 
morning only. In about a week's time 
production will be practically nil and 
moulting will have commenced. 

As soon as this conditfon is noticed 
increase the amount of grain fed. This

Vacation Home” 


While the lure of the Travel-ada 


| calls us to far-away places, not every- 
| one is able, or fortunate enough, to 


take advantage of a “vacation land 
paradise.” On the other. hand, many 
people prefer to stay at home, fecling 
that they get a better rest and better 
food that way. ; 
Such a vacation at home provides 
an opportunity for doing in leisurely 
fashion the many little odd jobs that 
have been put Off all year, and per- 
haps Dad has planned it that way be- 
cause he likes to putter round the 
house and garden, interspersing a bit 


of sunning on the front lawn with a! 


spot of weeding in the garden. 
It's also a season when small paint 


| jobs may be tackled, such as the front 


porch, the back steps, the eaves trough 
or perhaps the shutters. 

Here are a few tips to keep in mind 
if you're thinking of tackling-a litt'e 
light summer painting. Take the porch 
and steps, for example. Let's presume 
there are one or two spots where the 
paint has blistered, or worn away al- 
lowing dirt to get ground. into the sur- 
face. All such spots shoulq be wire- 
brushed, and carefully sagded to make 
the edges even with the rest of the 
paint film. An undercoat should then 
be applied, before the final coat of 
porch paint, and make sure it's porch 
paint you use for its specially formu- 
lated to stand up to hard weather wear 
as well as the scruffing it gets from 
shoes. You'll be surpriseq how fresh a 
house looks when the porch and steps 
are freshly painted. 


Freshly-painted shutters also add to 
the trim appearance of a house. Once 
again employ the wire brush,, aad 
make sure there are no cobwebs or 


dust on the surface before plying the 
paint brush. Incidentally never paint a 
surface while it’s in the hot sun. It's 
» comparatively simple matter to a*- 
range the job so that you're in che 
shade. It’s better for you and the work. 
With neutral gray or white for the 
body of the house, and a dark roof, 
almost any. color may be selected for 
the shutters, entrance door and win- 
“dow trim, If the roof is green, then 
red, yellow, brown or gray would b:

Nylon Rope Used For 
New Lariats 


HIGH RIVER, Alta. — Now it’s ny- 
lon rope fer cowboys’ lariats. ; 

Mr. and Mrs. Hope Hunter of High 
River claim to be the only manufact- 
urers of nylon lariats in the world. 
They also turn out bridles, cinches, 
halters, neck ropes and saddle decora- 
tions—all of nylon. 5; 


The Hunters have found a big mar- 
ket among cowboys competing in the 
annual Calgary Stampede. 

Hunter, a big name on the western 
bronc-riding circuit 20 years ago, quit 
Stampede riding in 1946. Then he start 
ed experimenting to find. a tougher 
rope. 

After the war he brought up some 
war surplus nylon, worked for two 
years on a formula for treating’ the 
rope to stiffen it ahd then hit on it. 


Hunter says the nylon rope tf 
stronger than any other type with the 
added advantage of stretching slightly 
and returning to its normal length— 
like a rubber band. 

“Cowboys were quick to understand 
the benefit of that,” he says. “When 
you rope a calf and she pulls up tight, 
| either the rope busts or the calf goes 
down. Not with nylon ropes. There is 
just enough give to keep the calf on its 
feet and allow the rider to play with 
it—just as he would if he had a large 
and lively fish on a line!”

_MEAT TO FIT 
THE BUDGET 


Meat always takes a considerable 
slice out of any household budget and 
so the matter of meat looms large 
among the problems of the homemaker. 

Unfortunately for the economy of 
many establishments. there is one 
group of meats that are too often for- 
gotten when marketing. Liver, kidney 
heart and tongue may be served in 
many ways and truly deserve the name 
“Variety meats” by which they are 
sometimes known. Calves’ liver has 
yeached the Juxury class since know- 
ledge of nutritive value has become 
general. Beef and pork liver, although 
not so delicate in flavour, offer equal 
food value at lower cost. Broiled kid- | 
neys are considered a gourmets’ de- 
light. 

Here are some excellent suggestions | 
for using these economy meats. They 
will act as first aid to ailing budgets 
and at the same time be enjoyed by the 
whole family. The recipes come from 
the Consumer Section, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

One of the important aspects in aim- 
ing for the eradication of Bang’s Dis- 
ease (brucellosis) of cattle is that hu- 
mans may become infected and develop 
undulant fever. Dr. E. E. Ballantyne, 
Director of Veterinary Services, Ai- 
berta Departmént of Agriculture, ad- 
Vises that already there have been 


Alberta during 1950. He points out that 
people can become infected by d-ink- 
ing raw milk: from Bang’s diseased 
cattle or through cuts on the hands 
and arms when handling such animals, 
Proper pasteurization will kill the 
bacteria, rendering the milk safe for 
human consumption, but there is a lot 
of milk used on farms that is not pas- 
teutized. A blood test of the milk cows 
by a veterinarian will determine whe- 
_ther they are infected with Bang’s 
disease or not. This is a sound proce- 
dure where raw milk is consumed. 


I 


Dr. Ballantyne says that the solution 
to the whole problem of undulant fever 
in humans is to eradicate Bang’s dis- 
ease from the cattle population. The 
main weapon for achieveing this goal 
is calfhood vaccination coupled with 
good herd management. BSstablishing 
a resistant herd by calfhood vaccina- 
tion is economically the most practical 
method of controlling brucellosis. That 
has been proved many times in Alber- 
ta hards quring the past feW years. An 
outstanding example was a report pub- 
lished this year on the eight years of 
calfhood vaccination in the University 


of Alberta herd. Through good herd, 


management and vaccination of | all 
heifer calves between the ages of 4 ahd 
8 months the disease has been success- 
fully controlled. By this method goof 
breeding stock has been kept to pro- 
duce calves until such times as vac- 
cinateq replacements matured to take 
the place of reactors, either in the beef 
or dairy hrds. ° . 
No cattleman should delay in cont 

ing his veterinarian or district agricul- 
turist to get his calves on the list for 
calfhood vaccination this year. It tak- 
es four or fivé years to build up a 
Bang’s resistant herd. Now is the time 
to start. The wise buyer is demanding 
cows and heifers vaccinated as calves. 
There is considerable demand right’ 
now in Alberta for these Bang’s resist- 
ant cattle...

Cutworm Control tor 1951 
Believe it or,not, there are over 


200 kinds of cutworms in Western 


Canada. Fortunately, only two of 
them are‘ serious pests of gramw 
crops. Control measures for one of 


these—the Pale Western Cutworto 
—are discussed here. 

Cutworm Outbreaks. Dry Springs 
are favourable for the Pale Western 
Cutworm. Many areas of Western 
Canada experienced dry Springs 19 
1949 and 1950 and may be con- 
fronted with a serious outbreak of 
this pest in 1951, 

Control Measures, 
underground feeding habits, the 
application of chemicals (baits, 
Sprays or dusts) for the control of 
the Pale Western Cutworm has 
little, if any, value Furthermore 
no seed or soil treatment has been 
found which 1s economically efiec- 
tuve. Consequently, the use of 
suitable eultural practices is the only 
means of controlling this pest 

Preventing Infestations. Unfor- 
tunately, nothing practical can be 
done to reduce damage in a field 
that is heavily mfested, once the 
crop is above ground. There are 
two cultural practices, however 
which will prevent the Pale Western 
Cutworm, from seriously infesting 
fields in 1951, but both must be 
used immediately. These are: (1) 
the thorough cultivation of summer- 
fallow fields during July to destroy 
weeds and (2) the stopping of all 
work on summerfallow fields by 
August, Ist and leaving them un- 
disturbed until mid - September 
Since the cutworm moths lay their 
eggs only in loose earth, it 1s 
essential that the soil surface be 
allowed te become crusted through- 
out August and September. This is 
one practice that can be relied upon 
to reduce cutworm damage in 1951. 

_ Wherever -possible, grain fields 
which were seriously damaged by 
cutworms this year should’ be 
summerfallowed in #951.

“Butter uses approximately 50 per 
cent of the milk production in Canada. 
Currently, on a basis of milk for cheese 
or evaporating or condensing, the re- 
turn on milk for buttermaking is ap- 
proximately $1.82 per cwt: for 3.5 ‘per 
cent. The member, however, can re- 
tain the skim milk. 

“As to the future of butter, there are 
several ‘ifs’ in the picture. For instance: 
If margarine was allowed to be colored 
and imitate the color of natural butter, 
there would be much: more margarine 
used and, therefore, more butter as 
surplus. Another ‘if is, if the Dominion 
Government withdraw. its support price 
on butter, butter prices will undoubt- 
edly drop at least a further 10 cents a 
pound. Happily, for the present year, 
neither of these possibilities will bother 
us, for the Government Support Plan 
on butter is fixeg till April 30th, 1951, 
and the legislation on margarine seems 


| to be fairly stable in its present form. 


. | Position of Eggs and Poultry 
“On eggs:, Production is down and 


consumption on the whole is up. The 
Government is supporting the egg mar 
ket to the extent that it guarantees a 
met return to the holder of A grade eggs 
this coming fall season. However, the e 
is currently quite a surplus of Under- 
graded eggs, and it could be that A 
Grade eggs within a very short time 
will be worth double what B Grade is. 
We encourage our members to prose 
more A Grade eggs. 
“Reverting back to the Government's 
interest in eggs. There is some doubt as 
to whether or not the Dominion Gov- 
ernment will in 1951 even support the 
egg market to the extent that it is do- 
Ing in 1960. 
“As to poultry, there has been no ex- 
port market and it would appear with 
some decline in ‘overall poultry pro- 
duction, that Canadian consumption 
can just about take care of our pro- 
duction, It will, especially if prices for 
poultry remain at near present leve.s, 
or at least do not increase, and the 
price of red- meats remain at present 
high levels, 3 
“On the overall, prices for dairy and 
poultry products would seem to be 
fairly stable for the immediate present, 
with the exception of A Grade eggs 
will likely increase in value and lower 
rade eggs could decline. It has done 
so since this report was written. ° 
Progress Over 25 Years 

“When we, ourselves, look back over 
the last 25 years, many of us don’t con 
sider it too long a time and actually it 
isn’t, although jn 25 years lots of things 
can happen, and that applies to the 
| Central Alberta Dairy Pool. 

“With the Co-operatives becoming 
stronger, it is possible that the visible 
gains that your organization might be 
able to show for you will continue to 
be less marked than they were in the 
earlier years. Notwithstanding that, we 
would think that during the next 25 
years you might be able to show the 
same progress and end up in a similar 
reasonably happy condition to that in 
which you fing yourself at the end of 
the first 26-year period. We, ourselves, 
would hope that the next 25 years will 
be at least just as good.”
